To incorporate the city of Houston and other cities thereit 
named. 


Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives of the Republic of Texas in Congress assembled, That all 
the freewhite inhabitantsthereof shall be a body corporate, by 
the name of the Mayor and Aldermen, and inhabitants of the 
city of Houston, and by that name they and their successors 


shall be known in law, and be capable of suing and of being © 


sued, and of defending in all courts and in all actions and 
matters whatsoever, and may have a common seal and may 
alter and change the same at their pleasure, and by the same 
name shall be capable of holding and conveying any estate, 
real or personal, for the use of the said corporation: Provided, 
That such real estate be within the limits of the said city. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That there shall be the fol 
lowing officers for the said city; that is to say, one Mayor, one 
Recorder, eight Aldermen, one Treasurer, and as many other 
subordinate officers not herein mentioned, for preserving the 
peace and well ordering the affairs of said city, as the city 
council shall direct. 
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Sec. 3. Be æ further enacted, That the Mayor, Recorder, 
and each of the Aldermen, appointed by virtue of this act, 
and also all subordinate officers to be appointed under the 
same, shall before they enter upon the duties of their seid ofü- 
ces respectively, take and subscribe an oath to perform the 
duties thereof, according to the best of their knowledge and 
ability; which oath shall be taken by the said Mayor, before 
the Chief Justice of the county, and by the officers respec- 
tively before the said Mayor.

termine the mode of inspection for all comestibles sold puu- 
licly either in said market ov markets, or in other places, to 
regulate every thing which relates to bakers, butchers, tavern 
kespers or of grog shops, aml other persons keeping public. 
houses, draymen, horse drivers, water carriers and slaves cm-

aries, viz: Beginning on Buffalo Bayou where the upper line 
of the tract of land now owned by Messrs. McKinney & Will.

west, to a point in the prairie, distant one mile and a half

Bo it cnacted ly the Serate and House of Reprecco~ 
tetives of tha Republie of Texas in Congress accenbled, That when 
a writ shall issue from any of the courts of this Republic, 
commanding tho sheriff or other officer to cite any person to 
answer any civil action in seid court, ond the sheriff shall 
return that the defendant is not to be found within his county, 
the plaintiff moy; at his election, suc ont an attachment against 
the pereonal estate of such defendant, returnable in the same 
Inner as original process; and if on tho issuance of an nt- 
tachment, tho skeriffshell rotae eny goods by him attached 
end tho defendant shall fail to appear and plead within thc 
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time limited by the laws regulating pleadings, the plaintif 
shall be entitled, ifan action of debt, to final judgment, ant 
if in an action sounding in damages, to an interlocutory judg- 
ment, and may execute a writ of inquiry. at the succeedin 
term; and the goods so attached, if not replevied or sold ac. 
cording to the rules hereinafter prescribed tor goods taken qn 
original attachments; shall remain in the custody of the sheriff 
until final judgment, dnd then be disposed of in the same man- 
uer as goods taken on a writ of fieri facias; and if the judg- 
ment shall not be satisfied by the goods attached, the plaintif 
shall have execution for the residue. .

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and* House of: Represen- 
tatives of the Republic of Teras in Congress assembled, That no 
person shall hereafier be admitted an attorney or counsellor at 
law in any court within this Republic, unless he be a citizen of 
the same, or has duly made his declaration of intention to be- 
come so, and is approved by such court for his good’ charac- 
ter and learning;and the name of every person admitted 
‘shall by the clerk be enrolled in a book to be kept by him for 
that purpose, and'every person so admitted shall take and 
subscribe the followingoath in open court, to be administered 
by the presiding judge of: said court, to wit: I, A B, do sol- 
emnly:swear, (or affrm:as the case may be,) that I will dë- 
mean myself as an attorney and counsellor of the courts of 

, this Republic, according to the best of my knowledge, and 
with all good fidelity to the court, and that E will’ do justice 
to my clients according to my best skill and ability;.and that 
F will support the constitution and laws of the Republic so 
long: as I continue a citizen thereof, so help me God. 

Sec. 2; Be it further enacted, That any person wisliingto 
obtain license-to practice law, shall make application to the 
judge of a district-court, or to the chief justice of the supreme 
court, and on giving satisfactory and undoubted testimonials 
of: good reputation for moral character and honest and honor- 
able deportment, and that he is twenty-one years of age, it 
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in vacation, the said judge shall proceed to the examination 
of suid applicant, and on being ectisHed of his legal attain- 
ments, the judge shall give to such applicant a certificate or 
license, which shall expire at the next term of the court, at 
which time the said judge shall appoint three distinguished 
lawyers, who shall on a day set by the court, proceed in open

Sec. l. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives of the Republic of Texas in Congress assembled, "That on 
the first Monday of Octaber of each and every year, there 
shall be appointed by the county courts of the several coun- 
ties of this Republic, in the same manner that assessors arg 
now appointed under the above cited act, returning officers 
whose duty it shall be to make out and register in duplicate, 
complete and correct inventories of all the property situate 
or found within their proper counties, shewing in distinct and. 
appropriate columns the acres of land, the number of negroes 
and stock of all kind, and the amount or quantity of miscel- 
luneous articles, including all classes of property subject to 
"taxation, not herein enumerated, belonging to each and eve 
individual in the county; and return the same to the chief jus- 
tice of the respective counties, on or béfore the first day of 
December next following their appointments. 

Sec. 2, Be it further enacted, That all heads of families 
and all other individuals recognized by the laws of this Re- 
public as free, and all agents or representatives of others, 
shall make out or procure to be made out, an inventory of all 
taxable property to them belonging or by them held, distin- 
guishing between that which they hold as the agents or rep- 
resentatives of others, which inventory shall be subscribed 
and sworn to before the returning officer, who is hereby aus 
thorized to administer the following oath: I, A B, do solemn- 
ly swear that the inventory here presented, and to which I 
have subscribed, is a just, true aud faithful inventory of all 
the taxable property belonging to me, or in my possession,
